imprisonment.

at Camp O'Donnell in the Philip- 
piles, where we were taken from 


Ba jaan.” 
BeLapp, stationed here with the 
Army Veterinary Food Inspection 
Service, said Tsuneyoshi was “one 
of ‘the most arrogant men I've 
ever known.” He said the Japa- 
nege greeted every new group at 
the camp by telling them he was 
their lord and master and that he 
had “power of life and death over 
you and I don't care if you do 
die.” 

Tsuneyoshi’s life sentence fol- 
lowed conviction on charges he 
conducted a reign of blood, tor- 
ture and starvation that sent 1400 
men to their graves from Camp 
O'Donnell. DeLapp, living with 
his wife and 1l-month-old daugh- 
ter in a house trailer at 716 Sum- 
mitt avenue, East St. Louis, of- 
fered to go to Japan to put the 
hood on Tsuneyioshi, “fix the 
noose and pull the handle.”

“I was told to check only those 
provisions of the federal code that 


‘are embraced by our state laws. 


For example, a federal inspéctor 
finds miners who work around 
moving equipment wearing loose- 
fitting clothes. This is covered by 
the federal code, but not by state 
law, so I’m supposed to skip that 
in filling out the form for Con- 
gress. 

“In the same way, the federal 
code calls for underground work- 
ers to carry positive means of 
identification—a metal tag. That’s 
a good thing; we had a lot of 
trouble identifying some of the 
bodies at Centralia. But the state 
doesn’t want me to report on that. 

“It's for mine safety, and a law's 
a law. If I can't go all out for 
mine safety, as requested by Con- 
gress, I don’t want anything to do 
with it. I didn’t do any skipping 
on my reports, and when I filled 
out the last one I sent my resig- 
nation in along with it.” 

Scanlan informed the Mines De- 
partment he was through in a let- 
ter consisting of one sentence; 
“Please accept my resignation, to 
take effect Dec. 16, 1947.” The let- 
ter was mailed last Thursday to 
Thomas Moses, director of the de- 
partment. 

In his reply, Moses indicated the 
inspector could not depart too 
soo to suit the department. An- 
nouncing the resignation had been 
accepted by the Mining Board, 
Moses added: “It will be especially 
pleasing and satisfactory to the 
department if you will take a va- 
cation from the time you receive 
this letter to the 16th.” 

Moses Gives His Side. 

Moses told the Post-Dispatch 
there had been no reprimands for 
Scanlan or complaints from the 
inspector. 

“We have had no quarrel with 
Scanlan,” he said. “As for co-oper- 
ating with the Federal Bureau of 
Mines, we cannot go beyond our 
authority. Of course, the bureau 
would like to have us check on all 
points in the federal safety code, 
but we consider that we are au- 
thorized to check only such things 
that involve state law. 

“We had a conference with rep- 
resentatives of the federal bureau, 
and agreed to co-operate as far 
as we can legally go. The State 
Mining Board is scheduled to pass 
on the program we worked out 
next Tuesday.” 

A spokesman for the United 
States Bureau of Mines reported 
some states are co-operating in re- 
ports on federal code violations 
and others are not. State agencies 
are requested to make the reports, 
but the law does not make this 
mandatory. “Congress really ex-

port deposits of commercial 
banks.

In defense of its petition for a rate increase, 
Southwestern Bell recites the interesting fact 
that its last increase was asked 23 years ago, 
when labor and equipment cost mych less than 
they cost today. On analysis, this plea is not 
as persuasive as it seems at first glance. 

As Southwestern Bell says, the number of 
telephones in St. Louis has doubled in this 
period. The increased volume of service helps 
materially, of course, to lower costs. And the 
telephone industry, like most fast-expanding 


industries, has seen amazing technological ad- 


vances in the past two decades. 
For a basis of comparison, the Post-Dispatch 


what has happened to their rate structure in 
the past 23 years. These two companies—Union 
Electric and the Laclede Gas Light—report that 
their residential rates in this ro were cut 


approximately in half. 


In 1924 a kilowatt-hour of residential elec- 
Now the 
average cost is 2.73 cents. Union Electric re- 
duced its rates more than 48 per cent while 
Southwestern Bell was standing fast. 

Laclede Gas Licht's reduction is larger still. 

Twenty-three years ago, 1432 thermal units of 
gas heat, or enough to heat a five-room house 
and service the cook stove and hot-water heater, 
cost $223.20. The cost this year, Laclede Gas 
Light tells us, will be $108.21. The reduction 
amounts to 514 per cent. 
In the period in question, Laclede Gas Light’s 
costs have been reduced by the piping in of 
natural gas from the Southwest. And Union 
Electric's costs have been decreased by more 
efficient ways of converting coal and water 
power to electric energy. 

The telephone company nas enjoyed what 

‘seem to be comparable, if not greater, 


and it reduces the number of telephone opera- 
tors to a minor fraction of the number required 
before. Before automatic switching equipment 
was installed, operator pay was one of the heavi- 
est, charges Southwestern Bell had to meet. 
The automatic registration of metered calls 
has also reduced the need for clerical help. 
Outside the exchanges, the savings have been 
perhaps as great as inside. On long-distance 
calls, coaxial cables permjt 240 or more mes- 


sages to be carried where only one was carried 


before. Southwestern Bell also is experimenting 
with the use of electric power wires to carry 
telephone messages in rural communities. 

Where telephone lines are above ground, 
power-driven augers now dig holes for telephone 
poles. Truck-mounted’ cranes, instead of men 
with pikes, lift ‘the poles into place. 

“Where traffic is heavy, super-durable cables 
are installed underground. Machines dig the 


ditches and fill them again with a minimum of

1947's high-priced manpower. With cables un- 
derground, there is no trouble from wind or 
ice, or boys with slingshots or .22 rifles who use 
insulators for target practice. 

We have given only a partial list of the 
money-saving developments in the telephone in- 
dustry. And as Southwestern Bell said happily 
in its recent advertisement, “There are many 
improvements ahead in telephony.” 

It would seem, therefore, that the telephone 
company, instead of asking for increased rates,

Rejecting rationing and wage-price ceilings, 
the principal Republican leaders in Congress 
have offered their substitute. They propose con- 
tinued controls over exports and domestic trans- 
portation and higher gold requirements behind 
bank credit and the currency. This agrees with 
Administration policy on exports and trapsport, 
and increased reserves are a time-honored 
weapon against the expansion of credit. 


All together, however, these measures cannot 
arrest today’s inflation. Intelligent voters know 
that they can hardly slow it. Therefore, as their 
big measure, the G. O. P. planners want to set 
aside the anti-trust laws and use Government 
funds to obtain voluntary industry-wide agree- 
ments to hold down prices. 

This is the National Industrial Recovery Act 
of 1933 in reverse, but this engine will not run 
in reverse. It. will stall. Manufacturers who 
want to reduce prices will do it more readily 
alone than by agreement with their competitors, 
because going it alone gains good will and com- 
petitive advantage, 

Adam Smith, the Moses of capitalism, showed 
171 years ago that such groups do not encourage 
their members to reduce prices, ‘but deter them 
from reducing. Smith wrote that business men 
get together to ct trade and raise prices— 
not to liberate trade and reduce prices. The 
G. O. P. scheme will not bring prices down but, 


like the original NRA, will hold them up after 


they pass the peak and would otherwise fall of 
their own accord. N 

This proposal is as unconvincing as the

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Belated Hearing for America's Voice

It is very heartening to read that Con- 
gress is changing its mind about the Voice 
of America program—changing all the 
way, by the signs, from hostility to ap- 
proval. 


The change is attributed to the eye- 


opening and ear-opening experience of 
Congressmen who have been abroad in re- 
cent months, some of whom Had gone as 
avowed enemies of an American world- 
wide information policy. While overseas, 
they came to realize just how poorly this 
country’s projection of its ideas is faring 
against those of other céuntries. 


As to Soviet Russia, the voyagers learned 
that information and propaganda, notably 
an incessant anti-American stream of the 
latter, are first-priority items in the Rus-, 
sian budget, and that America was running 
a dangerous chance of losing the battle of 


‘ideas by something like default. 


It has been one of the strange manifesta- 
tions of the advertisingest culture in the 
world that a bitter congressional minority 
has succeeded in hampering international 
extension of this national trait. The rea- 


sons are several and various, and need not 


be gone into here. 

It is mot widely known, probably, that 
the “Voice of America” actually comprises 
important operations other than radio

broadcasting. Notably, the American in- 
formation libraries abroad have been cen- 
ters of keen, sustained patronage wherever 
set up, non-Americans being almost in- 
satiably interested in books and périodicals, 
technical and nontechnical, 

‘It may be that in the last analysis these 
libraries contribute most ‘solidly of all en- 
terprises to the doctrine we vitally need to 
promulgate—that life in such a modern in- 
Austrialized democracy as ours can be ma- 
terially richer, without sacrificing. other 
values, than under any other form. 

Short-wave radio broadcasting, however, 
is just as important in a different way, for 
radio is the one medium by which our 
version of “spot” news can be carried to 
the listener in time to augment—and some- 
times compete with—versions, originating 
elsewhere. 

News dispatches originating in this coun- 
try and promptly made available to the 
foreign press are the third base of the 
program, and none of the three major op- 
erations should be skimped. 

Now. that Congress seems ready to look 
after proper financing, we suspect that 
Congress will follow through all the way 
and that we shall have a solid, representa- 
tive American information program which 
will play an indispensable part in winning

This volume is one of a group of brief, 
critical studies which New Directions has 
been publishing during recent years as 
“The Makers of Modern Literature” series. 

It appeared for a time that only writers 
of markedly experimental character were 

to be included — 

James Joyce and Vir- 

ginia Woolf were, for 

instance, two of the 
‘ first. But it is now 
apparent, with the 
publication of David 

Daiches’ work on 

Stevenson, that any 

influential writer is 

likely to be consid- 
nm ered, experimental or 
no. This new com- 
prehensiveness thus 

gives. the series a 

value as well as 4 

scope that it did not 

at first appear to 
have, when esoteric writers seemed to be 
its chief interest. 

As Mr. Daiches immediately points out, 
Stevenson is not now a popular writer with 
literary folk. Small boys continue to read 
him, of course, and one or two of his stories 
are repeatedly anthologized in text-books 
and in volumes meant for the gift-giving 
public, Otherwise, he is generally treated 
with condescension. 

Yet Stevenson was a master of the ad- 
venture story, fascinated by its possibilities 
of atmosphere and suspense, capable of 
blending both, into stories that boys and 
their parents would enjoy. Mr. Daiches 
has studied in detail the considerable skill 
with which Stevenson manages these ele- 
ments in his best story, “Treasure Island.” 


A little-known fact is Stevenson’s inter- 
est in the history of his native Scotland; 
for several of his books he drew his ma- 
terial from historical incident, and his char- 
acters from historical personages. Mr, 
Daiches tells his reader of these seurces 
and of their influence on Stevenson’s craft. 


An important thread in the great ro- 
mancer’s life was the barrier 
that arose between him and his father, a 
factor that contributed to the psychologi- 
cal depth of some of the novels. Mr. Daiches 
shows how this theme arises again and 
again in Stevenson’s work, and how it is 
central to “The Weir of Hermiston,” the 
book on which Stevenson was laboring 
when he died—a book which remains, Mr. 
Daiches believes, with Coleridge’s “Kubla 
Khan,” one of the great fragments of En- 
glish literature. 

Those who are so far behind the times 
—or ahead of the times—as to love Steven- 
son despite literary fashions, will want to 
know Mr. Daiches’ acute study.

LONDON, Dec. 11 (AP)—An all- 
party committee in the House of 
Commons recommended today a 
$100,000 increase in the yearly al- 
lowance to Princess Elizabeth, 
making her income $160,000, 

The committee proposed also 


that $40,000 anuually be allowed 
to Prince Philip, her bridegroom. 

Shortly before the royal mar- 
riage three weeks ago, King 
George VI offered to increase 
Elizabeth's allowance by using hig 
own savings. The King built up 
a $400,000 surplus during the war 
with expense money for. public 
functions which could not be held. 

The committee, which Parlia- 
ment created to consider problems 
of the heiress-presumptive’s purse, 
made public its report shortly 
after Buckingham Palace an- 
nounced that Elizabeth and Philip 
would return Sunday from their 
honeymoon, the last part of which 
was spent in a remote part of 
Scotland, 

The ‘committee recommended 
the allowances of both be subject 
to income taxes unless the Treas- 
ury, exercising existing powers, 
decided to make part of it tax 


free because of the couple's ex- 


penditures for public duties. 
The committee commented that 
the King’s savings “would be, suf- 
ficient to pay for the additional 
provision now proposed for Prin- 
cess Elizabeth for four years,” 
but did not specifically recommend 
— or rejection of the of- 
or.

“The wide gap between the rich 
few and the poverty stricken mul- 
titudes, the suffering and exploita- 
tion which the multitudes endure, 
their neglect and exploitation by 
the priests, and their illiteracy, 
ignorance and bitterness make a 
fertile soil for Communism.” 

As an example of the influence 
of Communism in the Latin Amer- 
ican republics, Dr, Diffendorfer 
said that some labor unions re- 
quire severance of all connection 
with any religious body as a condi- 
tion of membership. 

Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam of 
New York told the delegates that 
the Methodist- Church should take 
a more active part in formulat- 
ing United States foreign policy.

does not do costs more than the 
flying it does. 
Uniess aggressive plans are 
made to counteract winter leth- 
argy in private aviation, the enter- 
prise will continue to bear the 
burden of the higher costs im- 
posed by its seasonal nature and 
so always be limited in growth 
and character. | 

There are many reasons for 
this private pilot hibernation. | 
Winter days are short, airport 
surface is frozen and rough, and 
weather is cold. But, on the oth- 
er hand, there are also good rea- 
sons for acceleration of private 
flying in winter. Weather is 
more stabilized. The suddenly 
developing local thundershowers 
which have tricked so many pri- 
vate pilots into disaster are ab- 
sent, The air ic smoother. Navi- 
‘gation over the leafless terrain 
js easier. 

Winter Flying Stimulating. 

The whole experience of winter 
flying is stimulating and in addi- 
| tion has lessons to teach which 
cannot be learned otherwise by | 
any student who makes serious 
' pretense of being an airman. As 
a private pilot for many years, 
the writer frankly always looked 
forward to winter flying, If 
1 else, it was simply more 

un 

The lapse in winter flying can- 
not be laid wholly at the door 
of the private pilot. The airport 
operator is the. chief culprit. 
When winter comes he bogs down 
behind his problem and sulks 
through to groundhog day. In- 
stead of putting on steam to build 
up business, he resigns himself to 
the idea that winter is a curse 
to be borne without challenge. 

He reminds me of the Eskimo 
whom Maj. Gen. J. H. “Hamp” At- 
kinson, air commander of Alaska, 
found huddled one day last winter 
over a hole in the floe ice off 
Nome, ‘The Eskimo was a picture 
of frozen despair as he dangled 
his fish line beneath the ice. 
Hamp commiserated with him. 
The fisherman listened for a time 
and then wrote the general off. 
with the scathing rejoinder, “You 
damn fool. Winter time for Eski- 
mo to suffer. Me suffer good.” 

Operator Resigned to Suffering. 

And so the average airport oper- 

ator is resigned to “suffer good” 
rather than do something about 
it. He could organize Polar Bear 
Clubs and conduct a program of 
winter operations. He could tell 
his clients when good weather 
forecasts were due. He could fix 
up his usually unkempt pilot 
lounge so that it would be an at- 
tractive meeting place. 

He could put in a hot plate for 
coffee and humburgers. He could 
lay boardwalks over the mud from 
the office to the starting line. He 
could set up a moving picture ma- 
chine and show interesting films 
from the Air Force film library or 
other non-commercial sources. 

The writer would not go so far 
as to suggest that the operator 
adopt any such radical ideas as 
good business might dictate, but 
just In case a business man some 
day got into the job of running an 
airport he could remember that a 
discount on storage for planes kept 
active or a discount on cost of gas 
consumed during winter months 
might prove incentives to move 
private flying. 

By this time the reader may 
have gained the impression that, 
in the writer’s opinion, something 
could be done about the recession 
in winter activity which annually i £ 
bleeds private aviation 72 
chronic anemia. I would not want eg 
to be misunderstood. It can be Res 
said more clearly. There is noth- SS 
ing so futile about aviation as 

the persons who run it,

He responded 
by sending several special messen- 
gers to their offices at exactly six 
o’clock in the evening with a 10- 
page mimeographed release about 
hig company’s policy. All it said 
was “Blah, Blah, Blah”—for th 


himself seriously enough to take 


on a partner and actually begin 
production plans for a series of 
zany cartoons. He teamed up with 
Dave Flexer, a theater chain own- 
er who jumps between Memphis 
and Hollywood and who recently 
branched, out into the drive-in 
movie theater business in St. 
Louis, Levinson and Flexer de- 
cided to call their first venture 
“Romantic Rumbolia” a burlesque 
on the two-reel travelogues used 


as fillers between the double fea- 
ture programs. 


Now that he had definitely de- 
cided to produce a film, Levinson 


was able to resume his barrage of 
press releages. The next one read: 

“The title of our first cartoon, 

‘Romantic Rumbolia,’ has been 
changed to ‘Lassie, Move Over’.” 

Next came a second title 
change: “Tom Swift and His Elec- 
tric Grandmother.” 

And next: “The Romance of an 
Mir Rifle—or—I Can't Do With- 

- out You, B.B.” 

.While actual preparations were 
under way for production on the 
multi-titled cartoon, Levinson 
dreamed up a nation-wide contest 
in which contestants were asked 
to finish the line: “I Hate Impos- 
sible Pictures Because. The 
grand prize was a free trip to 
Hollywood with all expenses paid. 
Anyone in the United States was 
eligible, Levinson explained, ex- 
cept people living outside the Hol- 
lywood city limits. 

Levinson next announced a con- 
test for another slo for the 
company. After eve wit in 
. Hollywood had sent in his contri- 
bution, Levinson proudly an- 
nounced that his secretary had 
won the contest with the slogan: 
“Impossible Pictures Are Dyna- 
mite at the Box-Office: And You 
Know What Dynamite Does to a 
Box Office!" . 
The grand prize for this one ha 


been. advertised as a free sight- 


seeing trip around Hollywood. Le- 
vinson, therefore, gave his secre- 
tary an afternoon off and a dime 
for bus fare. 

Presumably while the secretary 
was out viewing the La Brea tar 
pits and other cultural points of 
interest, Levinson sat down with 
Flexer and wrote an outline for 
the first picture. It called for a 
new type of cartoon which would 
substitute moving a camera along 
and photographing a wide, mural- 
type watercolor for the many gep- 
arate drawings in the — 
cartoon. Accompanying this would 
be a whacky commentary. 


The cartoons will have some 
animation, but not the 24 differ- 
ent drawings per second which a 
standard Mickey Mouse demands 
plus the usual staff of anima- 
tors, in betweeners, cleaner-up- 
pers, inkers and painters who 
make cartoon production so ex- 
pensive. Levinson thinks his cost 
will be about one-fifth that of the 
average. 

“We're going to introduce a new 
technique to the cartoon field,” 
says Levinson. “So far cartoons 
have been confined to one plot 
formula —slapstick chases by cute 
animals, We're going to come out- 
with some surprises that may rock 
the industry right off its feet.

GENEVA, Switzerland. 
HAD a meeting the other eve- 
ning with some of the govern- 
ment officials of Geneva can- 
ton—M, Casal, president of the 
Council of State; M. Pugin, vice 
president of the Council of State;

It was most interesting, as each 
official represented a different 
political group.

AT MY MEETING with the Ge- 
neva Officials, I began my ques- 
tions with an inquiry about the 
Swiss system of universal 
training.

After that, he has just seven 
or eight days of training each 
year at the place where he works 
and doesn’t go to camp at all. But 
his obligation to keep in touch 
with the defense of his country re- 
mains with him until he is 60 
years old.
